The prior art of record discloses the limitations contained in the original claims as argued 
in previous amendments. However, the prior art of record does not disclose the limitations of the 
"second spreading factor codewords comprise a dynamic parameter determined from a required 
Signal-to-Interference Ratio of said VBR data stream and an amount of power remaining of a 
total power budget after power allocation to said CBR data steam" in combination with the other 
limitations in the independent claims.
